Conditional Recognition

Mr. H. A: Goodman, J.P.; declared 
Agudist 
Knessia. Gedola in. Jerusalem had 
proved to the world the enormous 
strength of Torah-true Judaism. The 
people who had attended the 
Knessia had rejected the conception of 
a Jewish State not based on the Torah.

Hall,. London, N.16. Other speakers 
were Rabbi Dr. E. Posen and Mr. S. 
Klagsbald, Chairman of the. Belgian 
Aguda. Mr, H. J. Lobenstein, ‘Chairman 
of .Agudist Youth Movement, 
presided. 

The Lawgiver of Israel; said Mr, Good- 
man, is not the Knesset, and. the 
Agudists cannot accept any legislation of 
the Israeli. Parliament which may violate 
the principles of Sinai. 

The Knessia Gedola. he added, had 
confirmed the Klal Israel conception. of 


‘Agudism and rejected attempts to make 


the Aguda* an. Israeli-orientated. move- 
ment. The balance of power as between 


Jerusalem and. London had. been con- 
firmed by the overwhelming majority of 


the delegates. 

Expressing concern over any change -in 
the Middle East situation as a result of 
eventual Britash evacuation of the Suez 
Canal area, Mr. Goodman said that many 
would wish to see the friendship re-estab- 
lished between Isracl and Jordan. .

JERUSALEM 
The Israeli Bill specifying conditions

[referred to briefly in last week's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE] gives the President

ISRAEL’S PROSPECTS

Israel's .-economic problems. and 
prospects. were outlined on Tuesday: by 
Dr, Z. Y. Hershlag, Lecturer in Regronal 
Economics at the Hebrew University, in 
a 24-minute broadcast’ in .the B.B.C.

TECHUM SHABBAT. 
The Amsterdam Chains 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I have only just seen your 
issue of May 28 and. as a native of 
Amsterdam, was very much interested 
in. your correspondent’s report from 
there concerning the new arrangement 
for the Techum Shabbat. However, 
your report was too short .and cryptic. 
I think, to be fully understood by local 
people, much less:by your large circle 
of readers in England and the world 
over, 


With your permission may I add a 
little Perush.to. explain the puzzle of the 
“ so-called Sabbath boxes that contain 
the Sabbath chains.” 

The question is whether Amsterdam 
can be. considered a .*’ closed city” 
(Reshut Hayachid) according to Jewish 
law, for only. in. a comple tely closed city 


is a Jew allowed to “carry”. on the 
Sabbath day. 


The city of Amsterdam: ts completely 


surrounded by. water the north -is 
a branch of the Zuider Zee (now called 
the Iselmeer): asvery.. wide stretch. . of 
water crossed only .by ferries. In the 
other directions there are the River 


-Amstel. and canals and these have bridges 


leading across. them: also all these 
bridges are drawbridges and itt is there- 
fore possible by opening them, to have 
the city .completely closed However. 
there is one road leading out of. the 
city where that is. not possible. This is 
the road: which. -leads over. the 
built bridge which does not contain a 
drawbridge. The city is therefore not 
completely: encircled for the Techum 
Shabbat. In order now to fill. the breach, 
two cement boxes -have been placed at 
either side of the entrance to the bridge. 
They contain chains. so that it is. possible 
to draw the chains across the road and 
(theoretically). completely close. the city 
from all sides. These chains. formerly 
northward. 
a Street called: after them: 
(Grens-straat).

SUEZ AGREEMENT 


WHAT has for long been inevitable has 
come to pass. The impetus given by the 
withdrawal from  Abadan to. Egyptian 
demands for British evacuation from the 
Suez Canal zone has, not quite three. years 
later, resulted in. peaceful ‘victory for 
Agreement between 
Great Britain and Egypt has been achieved, 
though it is not without irony that, after all 
the palaver, British troops will in fact remain 
on the Canal virtually until the expiry. of the 
20-year limit which was originally set by the 
Naturally, 
no one in this country likes to see the Union 
Jack hauled down in one imperial posses- 
sion after another, but certain unpleasant. 
historical necessities have to be faced, and 


it. should not be supposed, moreover, that 


the evacuation is an: unmitigated disaster. 
The backing. which the agreement has 


received from the majority of the Govern- 


ment’s supporters as well as from the bulk of 
the Opposition. shows. that the country 1s 
prepared, faufe de mieux,.to swallow -this 
distasteful pill 

In face of the new situation, it is-impor- 
tant to try to-see clearly what consequences 
are likely to flom from this event and to 
estimate how. they: will affect. the ‘countries 
surrounding Fgvpt.. The Arabs everywhere 
will naturally he jovful at. this further victory 
for Arab nationalism and the weakening of 


British and Western’ power in the - Middle 


Fast.. The: danger undoubtedly: exists that 
Arab jubilation ‘may encourage. traq and 


Jordan to follow Egypt's example, for both .

In _ these 
circumstances, no one will place undue 
confidence in that clause of the Agreement 
which requires Egypt to uphold the Con- 
vention of 1888 guaranteeing freedom of 
navigation of the Canal. — It is, however, 

bable that the signing of the Agreement 
will have the effect, as Mr. Eden claimed, of 
reducing tension in the Middle East as a 
whole, and the Israeli Government has 


‘recognised in the past that all the countries . 


in the area would benefit from an improve- 
ment in Anglo-Egyptian relations. It is 
surely not unreasonable to hope that Britain 
as a friend of Egypt will have more influence 
upon her than as an enemy, and there 1s no 


“question but that the British Government 


regards it as of paramount importance to 
secure an easing of Israeli-Arab_ tension. 
Such processes will take time to develop, 


but they should ‘be given every 


ment to become effective. 

The possible results of a British with- 
drawal from Suez upon the defence of the 
Middle East have for long been matters of 
speculation, Perhaps no-one will be 
prepared at this: moment to forecast just 
what the consequences will be. There are, 
however, certain factors. which should be 
taken into account. Ina sense, the Suez Canal 
base has for long been militarily obsolete, for 
it has represented an extremely dangerous 
concentration of a large number of troops in 
a restricted and exposed area, It would be 
an easy target for a hydrogen bomb, causing 
enormous havoc in a spot which is almost 
surrounded by desert. The troops -confined 
at Suez are urgently needed elsewhere, not 
least to help to form the mobile reserve 
required in. Britain and Western Europe. 
There is also much to be said for the argu- 


‘ment that in these days political friendship 


is worth more than military facilties and 


_ installations in a hostile surrounding: As a 


result of the evacuation, British troops will 
be obliged: to disperse themselves among 


-the existing friendly countries at the eastern 
end. of the Mediterranean, and will. be 


obliged to forgo the strategic advantage to 
be gained. by. having excellent port facilities 
on both the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. 
The question may, therefore, again be asked 
whether the suggestion which. been 


mooted before now should not be recon-- 


sidered—namely, to explore the possibilities 
of establishing a subsidiary base in_ Israel. 
In that country British: troops would’ find 
a friendly population; there is a good 
harbour at Haifa and a suitable terrain for 
air-helds..

CHIEF RABBI AT 
BRONDESBURY 


Concluding Address in 
Sermon Series 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi gave the conclud- 
ing address at the Brondesbury Syna- 
gogue, London, last week. in the series 
of sermons on “Judaism Interpreted 
inthe Present Day.” .

RELICS OF A 


Silver Cups and Trowel 
of Dr. H. Adler 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Three interesting silver relics. of 


a former Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann 
Adler — (1839-1811), were recently 
acquired by Mr. Reuben Kandler, 


Financial Representative of the Edg- 
ware Synagogue, while visiting the 
silver vaults in Chancery Lane, Hol- 
born. . They had been purchased by 

Jewish firm at an auction. 

The beautifully. worked articles— 
two silver religious appurtenances and 
a silver trowel—-were presented on 
different occasions to Dr. Adler. 

Dr. Hermann Adler, who was born in 
Hanover, was brought to London when 
a child. After serving as deputy: to his 
father, Rabbi Nathan. Marcus Adler, who 
was Chief Rabbi from 1845 until his 
death in Brighton 1890, he 
Chief Rabbi a year later , | 

The ivory-handled.~ silver. trowel, 
measuring.14 inches in length and four 
inches at its widest, weighs eight ounces. 
li is beautifully engraved. with repoussé 
silver shaft. and was hand-made in Shef- 
lield. The inscription reads:

Congregation to Rev. .Dr... Adler, 
LL.D... Chief Rabbi, in. honour: of. his 
laying the corner-stones of the 
New Synagogue, March:21, 1900—-$660."
